WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 — A’ 
movement is developing in Con- 
gress to throw the St. Louis river- 
front project back into the lap of 
the city after 19 years of joint 
sponsorship of the city and the | 
National Park Service. 

Although Missouri Senators and | 
St. Louis area representatives 
have joined in backing legislation 
to keep the Government com- 
mitted to an agreement for joint 
development of the area, at least 
one St. Louis Representative, 
Thomas B. Curtis (Rep.), has al- 
ready been sounded out on the 
plan for the Government to with- | 
draw. 


Under present plans of the Jef- | 
ferson National Expansion Me- | 
morial Association, originated in | 
1934, an estimated $15,750,000 in | 
federal funds wiil Be needed to 
carry out the elaborate project, 
with the city contributing $5,250,- | 
000. A total of $9,000,000 has | 
been spent already in land ac- 
quisition and clearance. 

Tells of Approach. 


Curtis told the Post-Dispatch 
the approach had been made by a 
hewly-elected Republican Repre- 
sentative, Oliver P. Bolton of 
Ohio, who, as a member of the 
House Administration committee, | 
wil] have a voice in deciding how | 
that commitete acts on the pro-' 
posal. 

If the 82-acre riverfront area | 
should revert to city ownership, | 
under the tentative plan as Curtis | 
understands it, the city would be | 
free to make whatever use of the) 
area it might elect, but would be | 
solely responsible for the devel- 
opment, 

Bolton told the Post-Dispatch 
he had inspected the site this 
year under the guidance of a 


committee in St. Louis,. one of 
whose members, he recalled, was 
former Representative Claude 
Bakewell, a Republican defeated 
last November. 


Something Ought to Be Done. 

Although he had been brought 
up to believe “an agreement is 
an agreement,” Bolton said, if 
there is no chance of getting a 
federal appropriation in the for- 
seeable future—‘and by that I 
mean this year” — something 
ought to be done about it. 

By “something” he said, he, 
meant that title to the property 
ought to revert to the city, so 
that the city could develop it. 


Curtis, who has put his name 
to one of the bills in the House | 
which would authorize the Nation- | 
al Park Service to continue ad- | 
ministering the area, made it clear | 
he did not favor Boltonp’s idea of | 
turning the riverfront back to the 
city. | 
“But,” he added, “I think it is | 
important that we get a decision 
at this session of Congress. 

Now a Weed Patch. 


“T want to assist the city to do 
what it wants with it,” Curtis 
added. “It is a national park now, 
but it cannot continue to sit there 
as a weed patch without affecting 
the value of downtown St. Louis 
property. 

“My position is that if there is 
a change in the plan, the impetus 
should come from. the city itself. 
It is a local affair.” 

Asked how the city might now 
express its view, after having 
once done so in 1934, Curtis re- 
called that there is a municipal 
election in St. Louis this spring 
and the riverfront ought to be 
but has not been discussed by the 
candidates. 

In the absence of such discus- 
sion, he said, the Board of Alder- 
men, or the Mayor could go on 
record as to what they want to do 
about the riverfront. 

‘Bond Issue Voted. 

St. Louis authorized a bond is- 
sue of $7,500,000 in 1934, to be 
spent in the ratio of $1 of bond 
issue money to $3 of federal 
money. The total cost of develop- 
ing the project at that time was 
estimated at $30,000,000. 

In addition, by private subscrip- 
tion, $250,000 was raised as a 
prize for an architect's design for 
full development of the memorial, 
the central feature of which is a 
giant steel arch, symbolizing St. 
Louis as the gateway to the West. 

None of the pending bills calls 
for further appropriations, other 
than the nominal amount required

SUPREME COURT 
EXTENDS BAR ON 
CALLANAN BOOKS 


Takes Jurisdiction in 
Dispute Over Produc- 
ing Steamfitter Data in 
Grand Jury Inquiry. 


The Missouri Supreme Court 
today issued a provisional rule of 
prohibition preventing immediate 
enforcement of Circuit Judge Mi- 


Steamfitters’ Local 562 before the 
circuit court grand jury. 

Actual examination of the rec- 
ords had been held up by a stop 
order issued by the Supreme 
Court last week on application 
of counsel for Lawrence L. Cal- 
lanan, boss of the union, and his 
brother, former Sheriff Thomas 
F. Callanan, director of the Local 
562 eaucational and welfare fund. 

Today's action means that the 
Supreme Court assumed jurisdic- 
tion and will decide the legal 
questions raised by Morris A. 
Shenker, attorney for the Calla- 
mans, in resisting the efforts of 
Circuit Attorney Edward L. 
Dowd to place the records before 
the grand jury. 

Dowd sought through examin- 
ation of the records in question, 
and other union data, to establish 
a motive for recent bombings of 
Local 562’s offices and the homé 
of former Sheriff Callanan. 

Early Hearing Sought. 

While it appeared that the Su- 
preme Court would not docket the 
case until next September, it was 
indicated that a motion by Dowd 
for an earlier hearing would be 
entertained. Dowd immediately re- 
quested the Attorney General to 
file a motion for an early hearing 
“in the public interest.” 

Counsel was granted 30 days in 
which to file pleadings and an- 
swers. The setting of an earlier 
hearing would change the time 
for submitting pleadings. 

The ruling was announced by 
Chief Justice 
after the court met en banc. Un- 
der consideration was Shenker’s 
application for a writ of prohibi- 
tion, and a motion by Dowd to 
dismiss the application. 

Shenker contended that ex- 
amination of the records under 
subpena constituted: unlawful 
search and seizure and a violation 
of the constitutional rights of the 
union and of the Callanan broth- 


ers. 
Dowd’s Arguments, 

Dowd maintained there was no 
showing that the Callanans would 
suffer irreparable loss through ex- 
amination of the records by the 
grand jury. He also contended that 
his office and the grand jury had 
the right to demand .the records 
and that Judge Scott had authori- 
ty to compel production of the 
ocuments,

St. Louis, would mean the 
state would lose more than $25,- 
000,000 a year in income tax reve- 
nues. But it would give St. Louis 
about $8,000,000 a year in addi- 
tional municipal revenue without 
added cost to taxpayers. ° 
This is more than the present 
St. Louis earnings tax is expected 
to yield, and would. enable the 
city to retire its deficit and put | 
municipal operations on a sound | 
fiscal basis. 

Passage Believed Unlikely. 
City Counselor Crowe warned, 
however, that the O’Brien bill ap- 
parently does not have much 
chance of passage, and he ex- 
pressed the hope that it would 
not become a “stumbling block” 
for the city administration's bill | 
to renew the earnings tax on a 
permanent basis.

McKay told the Senate Interior 
Committee at a public hearing 
that in his opinion it is more im- 
portant to develop the natural 
resources under the continental 
shelf, with all revenue from that 
portion beyond state boundaries 
going to the National Govern- 
ment. 

The Interior Secretary de- 
clared at the outset that he would 
not indorse any specific pending 
bill, leaving it to the Congress 
to define policy. His position 
came closest to the one set forth 
in the pending Holland bill, spon- 
sored by Senator Holland (Dem.), 
Florida. This is a quit-claim 
measure renouncing federal claims 
to the marginal sea belt. 

Opposes Texas Bill. 

McKay placed himself in oppo- 
sition to the Daniél bill, spon- 
sored by Senator Daniel (Dem.), 
Texas, which would give the 


tax. 
Crowe asserted the city is not 
sponsoring the O’Brien proposal, 
but agreed that it would be pref- 
erable to a permanent earnings 
tax. The O’Brien bill will have 
great appeal in St. Louis, he said, 
because it would meet the city’s 
financial needs wtihout additional 
taxation. 

“! certainly will urge ail St. 
Louis and St. Louis county mem- 
bers -of the Legislature to vote 
for it, and I hope it can be 
passed,” Crowe declared. 

“But I also hope that it will 
quickly come to a test vote in the 
House, so we can know definitely 
if it has any chance of passage. 
If it hasn't, the bill shouldn't be 
delayed and used as a stumbling 
block for our earnings tax bill, 
because the city must have a per- 
manent source of new revenue to 
work out of its financial difficul- 
ties.” 

' City’s Proposal in Senate. 
Pending in the Senate is the 
city administration’s pioposal to 


Senator Michael Kinney (Dem.), 
St. Louis, the proposal will have 
its first public hearing next Mon- 
day before the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee. 

The O’Brien measure, indorsed 
in principle by the Missouri 
Municipal League, provides that, 
after the state income tax is 
abolished, the Board of Aldermen 
of St. Louis or the governing 
body of any other city or county 
may levy the same tax for local 
purposes, 

Present state income tax rates 
would become the maximum rates 
that could be levied at the local 
level. The present system of ex- 
emptions and deductions for in- 
dividual and corporate taxpayers 
would be continued under any lo- | 
cal income tax levy. 

Residence of the taxpayer 
would determine which local gov- 
ernmental unit would receive the 
levy. However, persons who live 
in Illinois and are employed in. 
the city would have to pay an in-

It would seem 
to me, however, to be fundamental 
that petroleum, to be utilized 
either for civilian purposes or 
for military purposes, is most im- 
portantly thought of in terms of 
productible oil at a given time, 
rather than in terms of petroleum 
stores established as a reserve by 
limited drilling or geophysical 
methods.” 

“More Active Production.” 

He repeated his conviction that 
the national interest would best 
be served by getting “more active 
production” from both the mar- 
ginal sea belt, and the rest of the 
continental shelf, with the coastal 
states in full control of the first 
part and the Federal Government 
in complete control of the outly- 
ing portion, oxtending in some in- 
stances as far as 150 miles. 

In differing with supporters of 
the Daniel measure, he asserted 
flatly: “I believe that the interest 
of the Federal Government should 
be asserted and advanced by the 
Congress in all of the continental 
shelf which lies outside of: the 
line marking the historical boun- 
daries of the states.” The states 
on the coasts generally have 
claimed boundaries up to the 
three miles, except Texas, which 
claims a 10%-mile limit, and 
Louisiana, which claims about 27 
seaward miles. 

In stating that 4&dministrative

W. R. Voight, a former Con- 
gressional aid and business asso- 
ciate of Mr. LaFollette, told re- 
porters Mrs. LaFollette found the 
ex-Senator’s body in a bathroom. 

Voight said Mr. LaFollette may 
have been despondent over a 
heart illness. He suffered a heart 
attack two or three years ago and 
was confined to a hospital for 
several months. 

Defeated by McCarthy. 

Mr. La Follette served in the 
Senate from 1925 until 1946 when 
he was defeated in the Republi- 
can primary by the present Sen- 
ator Joseph P. McCarthy. 

Since leaving Congress, La Fol- 
lette has maintained an office 
here and acted as a consultant to 
various. organizations. He was 
chairman of the board of a radio 
station at Milwaukee and was on 
the board of Sears, Roebuck & 
Co. and United Fruit Co. 

Voight said Mr, La Follette 
went to his office this morning 
but left around noon. Some time 
later, Voight said, Mrs. La Fol- 
ette, who was attending a lunch- 
eon, received a telephone call 
from her husband asking her to 
come home. 

When Mrs. La Follette arrived 
at home, Voight said, she found 
her husband dead.

The official was Alfred H. Mor- 
ton, chief of the International 
Broadcasting Service, at New 
York. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Carl McCardle said Morton sent 
a memorandum to other Voice of- 


ficials expressing disagreement of 


with the order against using ma- 
terials from Congmunist sources. 

The order wa¥ issued Feb. 19 
after the Senate Investigations 
Subcommittee, headed by Senator 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, de- 
veloped that the Voice had a poll- 
cy of permitting quotation, under 
some circumstances, from such 
writers as novelist Howard Fast. 

Fast, who has frequently been 
praised by Moscow, refused to 
testify in the inquiry, whether he 
was a Communist. 

Revoked Earlier Order. 

The Feb. 19 order revoked one 
issued Feb. 3 which said that the 
use of “materials favorable to the 
United States” written by Soviet- 
indorsed writers such as Fast 
might have “a special credibility 
among selected key audiences.” 

Since the Feb. 19 decision.ruled 
against use of material from con- 
troversial authors, Communists or 
fellow Travelers, McCardle was 
asked today whether it is still per- 
missible for the Voice to quote 
from newspapers which in turn 
quoted from Joseph Stalin or Nic- 
olai Lenin, the leader of the 1917 
Bolshevik revolution. He said it 
does permit such quotation. The 
Voice has been following the prac- 
tice 6f quoting freely from their 
writings with the avowed purpose 
of coatrasting Communist policies 
with actual actions. 

McCardle said Morton's suspen- 
sion was temporary pending in- 
vestigation.

The Hit- 
ler organ, Volekischer Beobach- 
ter, praised von Rundstead as one 
who could not be misled into play- 
ing any other role than that as- 
signed by his Fuehrer. 

After the attempt on Hitler's 
life in the summer of 1944, von 
Rundstedt sérved on a military 
court which. condemned three 
generals to death,

NEW TREATMENT 
OF RADIATION BURNS 
DEVELOPED HERE

moved and replaced with “free” 
skin grafts from any available 
part of the body, “much as you 
would retread a worn-out tire,” 
the surgeon said. 

For deeper burns, thicker skin 
flaps are employed, with the /flap 
of healthy skin folded over the 
damaged area and held there un- 
til replacement is completed. Both 
methods are combined with stand- 
ard radiation therapy, including 
rehabilitation of. the victim and 
repair of damaged blood vessels. 

“Essentially, the process re- 
places radiated skin with healthy 
skin, and in so doing, the radia- 
tion “is prevented from penetrat- 
ing deeper and causing more seri- 
ous damage, including cancer,” 
Dr. Brown explained. 

“There is every reason to be- 
lieve similar techniques could be 
employed on any part of the body 
exposed to atomic radiation,” he 
added. Since unprotected civilians 
might suffer widespread burns in 
atomic attacks on cities, the po- 
tential importance of the new 
procedure is emphasized.” 

Burns Follow Pattern. 

Research following the Eni- 
wetok tests demonstrated that 
atomic burns and lesions follow 
a pattern, Dr. Brown said. In 
most eases studied, victims were TOTAL..... edbvaes oeccess -9507,493,658,74 
exposed to a “huge dose” of radia- 
tion for about one-half second. 

Both burns produced by the 
bomb’s fire and lesions caused by 
radioactivity were noted, and were 
considered together. First symp- 
tom usually was only a “tingling” 
in the affected area. 

By the eighth day, a character- 
istic blister appeared, and acute 
pain developed after 18 days. The 
blister usually dried up by the 
thirtieth day, but an ulcer ap- 
peared about 10 days later. 

“If the radiation was not treat-| ° 
ed at this point, chronic burns 
might appear after a long period, 
and carcinomas (cancers) were 
encountered later,” Dr. Brown re- 


Ulcer First Concern. 

“Our first concern was to treat 
the ulcer, and then to remove the 
damaged skin, replacing it with 
healthy skin before the radiation

Attacked for Years. 

Republicans for years have been 
attacking the Yalta agreement 
and others reached in secret con- 
ferences with Russian and British 
leaders by the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt.

But Taft said he does not be- 
lieve the Senators want to use 
the words, “repudiation or re- 
nunciation,” in connection with 
the resolution.

He said the 
effect of any repudiation resolu- 
tion on Berlin must be taken into 
consideration. 

The Serfator said his subcom- 
mittee will meet later in the day 
with Thurston Morton, assistant 
Secretary of State, on the draft of 
proposed resolutions to condemn 
anti-Semitic moves in Russia. 

Wiley said the full committee 
had received a proposed substi- 
tute draft for this resolution 
from the State Department, add- 
ing that it was “more inclusive” 
than proposals introduced by sev- 
eral Senators.

If McCarthy is successful in his disrup- 
tion of our educational institutions, it is 
sure to go to his head. Nobody’s freedom 
or dignity would be safe. 


Hitler and Mussolini well knew that they 
had to crush academic freedom before 
they could rise to absolute power. The 
Western European seats of learning have 
suffered such indignities that it will take 
them years to recover even though they 
have now been freed from Nazi and Fascist 
domination. How do we know that McCar- 
thy is not trying to imitate the European 
dictators? How do we know that he is not 
plotting to destroy the strongest bastions 
of freedom we possess, our universities, in 
order to frighten all his critics into an ab- 
ject silence? 

McCarthy may be laying his plans now 
to attack Secretary of State Dulles as he 
formerly attacked Acheson &nd General 
Marshall. If he is as successful in that 
campaign, he will not hesitate to slander 
President Eisenhower as he slandered 
President Truman. 

Let us hope that the intelligent White 
House staff members will see the hand- 
writing on the wall and that they will 
checkmate the ambitions of this embryo 
dictator before he goes completely berserk. 

But the new Administration must feel 
that the people are behind them. The 
friends of democracy and human freedom 
today are not going to defend their free- 
dom successfully by sitting on their hands.

NOICTED AS PERURE 


Accused of Lying to Grand 
Jury About His 
Finances. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24 (UP)—A 
Federal grand jury indicted for- 
mer Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Joseph D. Nunan Jr. to- 
day on five counts of perjury. 

Nunan, who served as the na- 
tion’s top tax collector from 1944 
until June 1947, is currently free 
in $1500 bail on charges of 
cheating the Government out of 
$91,000 in taxes for the 1946- 
1950 period. 

The indictment charged that 
Nunan lied to the grand jury 
during testimony given last Sep- 
tember and October. The testi- 
mony concerned Nunan’s sources 
of funds, his expenditures, bank 
accounts, security transactions 
and real estate dealings. 

Nunan has pleaded not guilty 
to the tax evasion indictment. If 
convicted under it he would face 
a maximum penalty of 25 years

HE famous Paris couturiers have been showing 

their new spring and summer collections to

One is held for the 
fashion press, who re-

. shoulders. The other 
ART BUCHWALD is for buyers and 
manufacturers who 
come over to purchase copies of the models or in 
some cases to copy other people's purchases.

WE HAD NEVER SEEN a fashion press opening, 
but friends told us that you have to see one to 
believe it. They were wrung. Even after you see 
it you can’t believe it. 

The other evening Hubert de Givenchy, the suc- 
cessful couturier, held his press opening at his 
salons on the Rue Alfred-de-Vigny. The. opening 
was scheduled for 9 o'clock and. we showed up 
at 8 to talk to Mile. Rable and Mile. Bettina, who 
were in charge of seating arrangements. 

The salon where the creations were to be shown 
was a long narrow room which had 200 chairs 
evenly arranged in three rows on each side of the 
room and a long runway down the center where 
the models were supposed to walk.. 


MLLE. RABLE WAS TYING neat place tags on 
the chairs with the names of the newspapers and 
magazines that were going to be represented. 

She told us: “Everybody wants to sit in the first 
row. The second and third rows are just as good, 
but it seems to be a matter of prestige to be in 
the first one. Everyone who comes thinks she’s 
important, and no matter what we do someone 
gets mad at us.” 

Mile. Rable told us that the greatest care had to 
be taken in seating the fashion editors of Harper’s 
Bazaar and Vogue magazines. “We've got to seat 
them exactly in the middle of the first rows, but 
they can't be facing each other.” 

She said that Harper’s Bazaar had 14 seats re- 
served and Vogue had 15. It sounded to us like 
Harper's Bazaar was falling down on the job, but 
Mile. Rable explained that Vogue had a French 
edition which accounted for the extra person. 

Mile. Bettina, one of Paris’s leading models, who 
also acts as Givenchy’s hostess and does special 
publicity jobs, sat in one of the chairs with her 
shoes off and her fingers crossed. “It is going 
to be one big night,” she said. “You have never 
seen anything like this. There are 200 chairs and 
200 invitations have been sent out. Do you know 
how many people will come? Three hundred. 
Oh-oh, they’re starting to come now, Stand by 
the door and just watch and listen.”

THE FIRST PEOPLE to arrive were women 
without invitations.

St. Louis as Dickens Saw It 
By Adele Starbird 


ASHINGTON UNIVERSITY is now past its hundredth 
) birthday. As the result of its centennial celebration— 
and certain other celebrations—I feel a thousand. 

The year 1853 must have been a time of great vitality 
in St. Louis—so many insti- 
tutions still flourishing were 
started then. There was the 
founding of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, and of 
Central High School, and of 
the Turnverein. The last 
I'm taking on the word of 
Philip A. Hickey, and I'm 
not too sure that that genial 
gentleman was serious. 

When I asked him at the 
P.-T. A. banquet, “What else 
is celebrating a centennial 
this year?” he replied 
promptly, “The Turnverein.” 


x « 
NOTHING COULD IN- 
DUCE me to open a refer- 
ence book or telephone a li- 
brary. What I don’t already 
know will not get into the 
column tonight. I understand 

the man who said he felt tired far into the future. 

But I often wonder what St. Louis was like in those days 
of many beginnings, and I happen to have right on my desk 
the description Dickens wrote of it after his visit in 1844. He 
arrived by river-boat at night. 

“At last, there were the lights of St. Louis, and here was 
the wharf, and those were the steps... .. 

“Then, a great crowd of people rushed on board, though 
the boat was not yet made fast, but was wandering about 
among the other boats, to find a landing-place.” (In those 
days, there were as many as 25 boats tied up at the wharf.) 

Charles Dickens goes on: “We went to a large hotel, 
ealled the Planter’s House: built like an English hospital, with 
long passages and bare walls, and skylights above the room 
doors for the free circulation of air. There were a great many 
boarders in it; and as many lights sparkled and glistened from 
the windows down into the street below, when we drove up, 
as if it had beeen illuminated on some occasion of rejoicing. 
It ig an excellent house, and the proprietors have most bounti- 
ful notions of providing the creature comforts. Dining alone 
with my wife in our own room, one day, I counted 14 dishes 
on the table at once.”

The experience of these two mothers illustrates the tre- 
mendous individual differences which, in spite of the best 
parental handling, exist even in so simple and straightforward 
a situation as the afternoon nap. Both of these boys are prob- 
ably behaving perfectly normal.

BUT FOR MOTHERS whose children fall into either of 
these two extreme groups—those who give up their naps very 
early, and those who cling to them till very late—we have a 
few suggestions to make. 

Let’s discuss first the child who almost by the time he’s 
ready to walk and talk gives up his afternoon nap, Put him 
to bed and there he is, wide awake! Often he refuses to stay 
in his crib, and he may cry and fuss if you insist that he do so. 
For such children, as many of yeu have doubtless found out 
from experience, the “play nap” will serve many of the pur- 
poses of the real nap and will also be acceptable to the child. 

He may be docile enough to remain in his bed if he is 
given plenty of interesting play materials. More likely he 
will need to be given the run of his room. But if toys are 
carefully selected with a view to his favorite activities, and 
if you do not require him to stay in his room too long, a play 
nap may be accepted till he is as much as 4 years of age. He 
will get a degree of rest, and you will gain the advantages 
which the child’s nap commonly provides for the mother, 


x * * 

AT THE OTHER EXTREME, it is not unusual for a small 
number of children, boys more than girls, to cling to their 
naps right up to the time of first-grade entrance or later. 
(This is an added reason why we advocate half-day first grade 
sessions.) The child who does this is often the somewhat im- 
mature, and easily fatigued, child. There is, of course, no real 
reason why he should not have this extra rest he needs. If he 


needs it. But be sure that it is really his need and not just | 


your notion, that is prolonging the nap till this late age. 
But whether he gives up his nap early, or clings to it late, 
the child’s own real rest requirements may well be the factor 
which determines how long and how late he naps. By require- 
ments, we don’t mean just what he says. “Don’t want to take 
my nap,” may express only a normal resistance to routines. 
You judge more by his behavior than by his remarks. 
Does he sleep, or at least rest, during his nap period? Is his 
general behavior improved by this intermission? Or does in- 
sistence that he nap do little good and cause lots of trouble? 
These are the kinds of indications that will help you decide.

T TOOK US ONLY one day to 
discover the learning job the
